It la also said that for a long time 
the inventor has been experimenting 
with his new Idea, which manufac­ 
tures a stronger sheet of paper that 
requires half the usUal a*mount of ink 
jr» cr'*’ifng, and is made without sul­ 
phite, clay, rosin or alum. It may be 
seen that in the absence of the above- 
mentioned ingredients there will be a 
big reduction in cost, and besides this 
not nearly the amount of water is re­ 
quired in the process. 
The paper I» 
better and the cost is less, so there is 
an advantage at both ends. 
Last week eight rolls of thla Lefe­ 
bvre system paper were run off the 
machine at the Black River mill, and 
the system is to be triad out on the 
Watertown Daily Standard prese'». 
The distinctive 'eaturé of the Lefe­ 
bvre system is the fact that *he paper 
is mads entirely of ground wood, as 
againstt paper 
containing 
chemical 
fibre, etc. 
Mr. Lefebvre says that the strength 
of the sheet is about 10 per cent 
greater than the sulphite sheet, due to 
the better formation on the 
paper 
machine. This is due to what is call­ 
ed ‘'slowness** of the ground wood 
when compared to chemical fibre. He 
also says that there is a saving in 
help and machinery to the mill. 
If the Lefebvre system turns out 
to be the real thing it ought to result 
in breaking up the 
paper 
combine 
which is now exacting such enormoun 
profits on print rsper. 
These paper 
barons, while *ho costs have not in­ 
creased more than $5 a 
ton, 
have 


raised their price more than 1*6 a ion.

He returhed my gaze 
and repeated: 
“I am innocent.” 
And I no longer wondered. 
I be­ 
lieved him. 


And then after the euk^m ary ref­ 
erence to "bromides," the woman 
w riter turned the accused over to the 
public for final Judgment. 
W hether this man la guilty or in­ 
nocent has nothing to do with the 
ethics of the Journalistic profession. 
It Is the plain duty of the daily news­ 
paper, a medium that goes into thou­ 
sands of boir.es, that moulds the pub­ 
lic mind, to set out the facts and to 
leave the rest to the Jury. 
It is a 
recognition of this duty that causes 
newspaper articles to be so liberally 
interspersed with ^quotation marks. 
For a newipaper to give space to a 
prisoner in which he may declare hit 
Innocence, is legitimarte. 
It Is equal­ 
ly as correct for It to print the op­ 
posite version of the case. However, 
to send a bine-eyed woman to a grim 
Jail with free rein to acquit or con­ 
demn a man charged with a heinous 
crime, and to allow her to register an 
off-hand verdict after "looking into 
his qyes for several moments,” total­ 
ly ignorant as she was of the evi­ 
dence and the motives, is well calcu­ 
lated to reflect upon the fairness of 
the daily “palladium of Wberty.” 
The law has eyes of its own. 
Only 
into these should Justice and truth 
gaze.

For SO your* th* memory of n 
of gold studded nro hatrated Rlrlmrd 
Greaves, a famous West Australian 
prospector, who has died lately, 
It 
was In western Australia, where lie 
arrived id 1*83, that "Dick" Ore**#* 
a llo w s the gold fever to get lato his 
veins. 
For two years after his arrival ho 
prospected, off and cm. for gold be­ 
fore Its existence was definitely known 
In the state. 
He brcxig)it $3,000 in 
rash to western Australia, and the 
greater part of that money was spent 
In prospecting work. It was a sample 
of stone, named Boa re's atone, that 
•ent him on hts wanderings. 
He was shown the stone, among oth­ 
ers, shortly after his arrival In the 
state, and he tested It, and thereupon 
derided to find Ben re and locate the 
place w here the stone conld be ob­ 
tained. 
He never found Beare, nor 
did he find any more of Benre’s stone. 
To find gold In any stone, however, 
Greaves and his companion. Ted Paine, 
went out on their lonely prospecting 
trips. 
Success was denied them on 
several expeditions, but In October, 
1887, they were rewarded, for In that 
month they discovered the first gold. 
The story of the great find Is sim­ 
ple. and, told in his own words, is as 
follows: 
"As 
w ater 
was 
getting 
scarce, and the country very dry. our 
work on that trip became a quest for 
w ater instead of gold. 
We got to a 
clay pan. hut the w ater was thick and 
slimy. WV» had to set to and pull the 
dead kangaroos o u t 
"W e had decided to leave the dray 
and take the horses nnd test the coun­ 
try round. It was the best bit of coun­ 
try we had seen for prospecting, and 
so we struck It. 
Ted Paine struck a 
floater with a speck of gold in it. To 
And where It came from was the next 
move. On October 22 I came upon the 
reef, and we took a lot of stone out 
with gold hanging to it.” 
From that 
beginning the mining Industry sprang 
Into first-rate importance. 


Not There.
